MISSING. 



Mr. Allen Correns Supposed to 
Have Walked Overboard 

Prom the City of Clarksville 
While Asleep. 

Mr. Allen Correns, who lived upon 
the farm of Mr. C. T. Egbert, three 
miles below the city, on the river, 
went down to Carrollton on business 
last week, and on Friday evening 
boarded the Steamer City of Clarks- 
ville to return. He paid his passage, 
retired for the night and was not 
■een on the boat afteawards. 
The next morning his coat and vest 
were found in his bunk but he was no- 
where to be found. Sixty-two dol- 
lars was found in the pocket of his 
vest, and the supposition is thnt he 
arose in the night, walked or fell off the 
bop,c into i,h6 riv?r and was drowned. 

Mr. Cdrrens was a Scotchman of 
about fifty years of age, a member of 
the Presbyterian Church and an excel- 
lent citizen. He leaves a wife, two 
sons and a daughter, all grown, to 
mourn Lis ur.timely death. 

Later- Mr. Correns' t?dy waa 
found floating in the river near Car- 
rollton and buried at that place. 
His family will have the remains dis- 
enterred and brought here for burial. 



Cutting at tlie Pen. 

About half past nine o'clock Sun- 
day morning a fight occurred in the 
Penitentiary in which one convict 
had his skull crushed, another was 
dangerously stabbed and was also 
cat on the hand and a third badly 
beaten up. At the time above 
mentioned a convict by the name of 
William Bellmeyer, sent up for 
fifteen years for rape, from Louis- 
ville, accused Ed. Lucas, also sent 
up from Louisville for life upon the 
charge of murder, of having told 
another negro something about him, 
which Lucas denied, when Bellmeyer 
went for a razor he had concealed 
somewhere in the walla, returned and 
attacked Lncas, who drew a short 
putty knife he had ground down to a 
sharp point, and stabbed Bellmeyer 
in the abdomen, the knife going in up 
to the handle. In attempting to cut 
Lucas with the razor Bellmeyer in- 
flicted a serious wound upon his own 
hand. Another convict by the name 
of Bill Johnson interfered to stop the 
the fuss when Bellmeyer struck him 
on the head with a brick, crushing his 
skull. Bellmeyer than knocked Lucas 
down and stamped him in the face 
and about the head in a terrible 
manner. The row occurred while 
the convicts were lounging about the 
yard and was only stopped when the 
guards arrived. 

Johnson's head was treppanned by 
Drs. Tobin and Williams, several 
pieces of skull removed and he, 
Bellmeyer and Lucas are all lying in 
the hospital in a critical condition. 
Johnson was thought to be dying 
yesterday.

When a merchant doing business 
in this city, and is dependent upon 
this community for his custom, goes 
to Louisville or Cincinnati, gets a lot 
of circulars, and the envelopes in 
which to send them out, printed, 
and then sends some of the same to 
the printers employed in this city, 
soliciting their trade, it strikes us 
that the transaction U strongly tinc- 
tured with gall. If such parties wish 
the trade of this community they 
should certainly be wHiing to en- 
courage other branches of business 
by trading at home. Printers have 
to live and if you want their money 
for your goods you should give them 
a chance to earn it when you have 
work in their line. But if you prefer 
having 1 your work done by printers 
in Louisville or Cincinnati you should 
go to one or the other of those places 
to diapose of your merchandise 
are two offices in this city, 
leir prices for job work are cer- 
y aa reasonable as those charged 
merchants of the city for 
• wares, the work aa neatly ex- 
cuted ae in city offices, and if you 
»n't care to deal with one go to the 
.her, but don't run away from 



homo to save a few cent*, fbr in so 
doing you lose dollars in the trade 
of the men you drive away from you.

"Our Educational Profc- 



Prof. J. H. Jackson, president of 
the State Normal School for Colored 
Persons, located at Frankfort, ad- 
dressed a large audience at the court- 
house Thursday, August 20th, upon 
the subject, "Our Educational Prog- 
ress." He said that in 1885, at the 
end of their first twenty years of free- 
dom, there were in the United States 
twenty-two Universities and Colleges 
with 3,799 pupils in ;attendance; flfty- 
eieht Normal Schools, with 405 in- 
structors and 8,390 pupils; twenty- 
eieht schools of theology, with 95 in- 
structors and 905 pupils; four schools 
of law with 16 instructors and B8 
pupils;' three schools of medicine, 
dentistry and pharmacy, with 24 in- 
structors and 151 pupils; forty-seven 
secondary schools, with 252 instruct- 
ors and 9,994 pupils. 

As given in the United States 
Commissioner of Education's report, 
for 1885-6, the enrollment of colored 
pupils, in the public schools through- 
out the South, is as follows: Alaba- 
ma, 90,872; Folrida, 32,410; Louisi- 
ana, 40,909; Missouri, 27,687; Ten- 
nessee, 80,888; West Virginia 4,607; 
Arkansas, 37,568; Georgia, 110.160; 
Maryland, 32,090; North Carolina, 
112.941; Texas, 55,160; Delaware, 
4,226; Kentucky, 31,832; Mississippi, 
149,373; South Carolina, 99,565; 
Virginia, 109.10S; District of Colum- 
bia, 9,486, making a total enrollment 
of nearly 1,086,000 pupils, taught by 
nearly 20,000 teachers in 19,712 pub- 
lic schools. . . 

According to the census report nt 
1890, 31 per cent, ofthe oolONd a.lul 
males in the United States could 

^Iiich^dhi^contribution from North- 
ern friends and appropriations by 
Southern taxation, it has been es- 
timated that since the close of the 
war more than s*5o,ooo,ooo have been 
spent for colored education, and 
that, in all the Southern States, the 
per capita for the white and colored 
child is now practically equal.

Much would depend upon whether 
he could rid himself of his environ- 
ments, and rise superior to the ad- 
verse circumstances which surround 
him; also whether he could make a 
place for himself in the business 
world and maintain it.

The Federal Government also 
appropriates more than $2,000 annu- 
ally, in addition to the appropriation 
of #3,000 by the State of Kentucky, 
for the purpose of teaching industrial 
pursuits to those who take a Normal 
course. . . . . 

His address, which took the time of 
over an hour in delivery, was full of 
valuable statistical information, 
historical facts, and practical sugges- 
tions; gathered, as it has been, from 
reliable sources, is a compendium of 
valuable information to all persons 
interested in the condition and gen- 
eral progress of education among the 
colored people of the South. 

Ills business here was to conduct the 
teachers' institute for the colored 
teachers of this county, and, as we 
are informed, made u good Impression 
upon all who heard him.

Sudden Deaths. 

Heart disease is by far the most 
frequent cause of sudden death, 
which in three out of four cases is 
unsuspected. The symptoms are 
not generally understood. These are: 
a habit of lying on the right side, 
short breath, pain or distress in side, 
back or shoulder, irregular pulse, 
asthma, weak and hungry spells, 
wind in stomach, swelling (of ankles 
or dropsy, oppression, dry cough and 
smothering.
